Interest .Act (Bill: No. 20) 

Under this Act the interest on mun- 
icijpal securities, including bonds and 
debentures, is cut to 3% from and af- 
ter September 1st, 1986. The Act al- 
so provides that no judgment shall be

terest in respect of any: security of a 
municipality for an amount exceed- 
ing 3%. This means that a holder of 
a city or municipal debenture cannot 
recover in the court’ more than 3% 
interest. This Act, however, does not 
come into force until proclaimed ‘by 
an Order-in-Council. Unless it’ be. 
proclaimed, the Act does not take ef- 
fect at all. Should the Act be pro-! 
claimed, at any future date, the re- 
duction of interest would be retroac- 
tive to September 1st, 1936. The re- 
| sponsibility for putting the Act into 
force and making the interest cut. ef- 
fective so far as municipalities are 


‘| concerned, rests on the: government. 


3. The Debt Adjustment Act, . 
1936 (Bill No, 14) { 
This Act follows pretty much the 
same lines of the Debt Adjustment 
Act, 1983. 
as follows: : i 
(a) Debts affected by the Act in- 
clude.those incurred between Ju- 
ly 1st, 1982, and July 1st, 1936. ' 
Under the former Act only debts 
incurred up to July Ist, 1932,' 
were affected. Debts incurred 
after July 1st, 1936, are not af- 
fected by the Act. at all. ‘With 
respect to’ all debts incurred be- 
‘fore July 1st, 1936, no action of , 
any kind can be taken either to 
sue or to seize property, unless 
thé creditor applies to the Debt 
Adjustment Board and obtains a 
permit to do so. If: the Board 
grants the permit, action can ! 
taken in the usual way. If the 
‘ Board refuses the permit, noth- 
ing can be done at all. 
The right of appeal from the 
Debt Adjustment Board to a 
judge of the Supreme Court from 
. either the granting or refusal of 
a permit to sue or to seize prop-, 
erty, is abolished. From 1933 to 
1936 either a creditor or a debt- 
‘or could appeal from the decisi- | 
on of the Board to grant or re- 
fuse a permit, to a judge. Dur- 
ing that period appeals were tak- | 
en by both creditors and debtors 
to the extent of 5% of the cases 
coming before the Board.. Not- 
withstanding that there was no 
‘abuse of this right of appeal, the 
appeal is now abolished, and not- 
withstanding the fact that the| 
‘Board is a one-man Board, . | 
The power to declare a general 
moratorium. Under Section : 32, | 
the Governor-in-Council is given'| 
power to declare a general mora- 
torium either locally or general. | 
ly throughout the Province.

After July 1st, 1932, 
all interest on such old debts is com- 


pletely wiped out and any payments : 
-of either principal or interest made | 


on such old debts after July 1st, 1932, 
are credited on the debt as it stood 
on July Ist, 1932. 

‘As to debts which arose after July 
1st, 1932, interest is fixed at 5% or 
less, 5% being the maximum allowed 
on such debts notwithstanding the 
terms of .the contract. This applies 
not only to debts which arose between 


July 1st, ‘1932, and the present time, | 


but also to all debts which will arise 
in this province from now on. 

The provisions of the Act relate 
not only to unsecured debts, but to all 
secured debts, whether by mortgage 
or otherwise, : N 

“Old debts” are payable by instal- 
ments over a period of ten years, the 
first payment to fall due November 
1st, 1987, te 

The Debt Adjustment Board is giv- 
en power in case a debtor defaults on 
any of these instalments, to give a 
direction for the payment of part of 
the instalment, in which event the 
valance is extended over on future 
payments. The 
Board is also given power, after mak- 


ing a careful investigation, to grant | 


a permit to sue for the entire debt, 
that is, ‘including all future instal- 
ments, where the circumstances just- 
ify such action, : 

The Act also: provides that where 
the Debt Adjustment Board has al- 
ready under the former Act of 1983 
given directions for the payment of 
money in the year 1986, such direc- 
tions are to stand in full force and 
effect. :

The opponents of the present, methods of grain marketing 
are using freely the weapons of abuse and misrepresentation in 
endeavours to discredit the grain trade, to force their own policies 
upon the country and to obtain an unfair advantage for the Pools 
at the country elevator points. Sat 
THE FOLLOWING FACTS ARE TRUE: 

1. The Western Pools are and have been since their incep- 
tién, members of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. They continually 


use the facilities of the Exchange for the benefit of their custom- 
ers. 


2. When sopresentativen of the grain trade were ‘called 
upon to give advice to the Dominion Government in 1935 concern- 
ing the establishment of a Wheat Board, they appeared publicly 
before a Parliamentary Committee. On that occasion, as the first 
witnesses called, they advised the Government to appoint a Wheat 
Board, to provide a minimum price for the protection of farmers 
and to use every available channel to market Canadian wheat and 
to maintain Canada’s place in the wheat markets of the world. The 
representatives of the Western Pools, on the same occasion, de- 
manded the Wheat Board Bill in its original form under which no ( 
provision was made for a minimum price but only for the estab- 
lishment of a compulsory. marketing system. 

; 3. The Winnipeg Grain Exchange is one in the chain of 
world’s grain markets. It is a meeting place for all buyers and 
sellers of grain. The grain trade has no quarrel with those who 
think a better method can be found, but up to date no one has dis- 
covered a method of marketing that will better serve the interests 
of the farmer. 

4. It is in the interest of the grain tonite that the farmer 
should obtain the best possible price for his product and the maxi- 
mum Government support in the hour of his’need. The interest of 
the grain trade is not thus at variance with that of grain growers; 
on the contrary, the grain. trade realizes keenly that the prosper- 
ity of agriculture is essential to the well-being of the Dominion 
and of all its industries, including their own. 

5. No line elevator company, any more than a Pool elevat- 
or company, designs to make profit from the fluctuation of grain 

prices, which are determined by numerous causes that are not and 
cannot be controlled by the grain trade, the Wheat, Board. or the 
Pools. 

6: As has been stated before on numerous, occasions, in the 
plainest possible terms, the grain trade and the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange have made no representations to the Government a- 
yainst the fixing of a high minimum price nor in favor of the dis- 
establishment of the Wheat Board or the curtailment of its activi-. 
ties, 

THE FOLLOWING QUOTED STATEMENTS ARE FALSE: 

1. The Western Producer, which is the organ of the Sask- 
‘atchewan Pool, states in its issue of September 10, 1936, that the 
Government has decreed the death of the Wheat Board and there- ‘ 
by has complied with the express desire of the grain trade. THIS 
IS FALSE. The grain trade has expressed no such desire. 

2. The same paper, in the same issue, states, “The work of 
a generation is to be scuttled and if its present intentions are ‘car- 
ried out next year, and for many years thereafter, the farmers, if 
they have a crop, are to be thrown'to the wolves of the Grain -Ex- 
change.” This statement is merely. abusive and its implications 
libellous. If it is intended to mean that the members of the- Grain 
Exchange, which comprises all the elevator companies (including 
the Pools), the mills and merchants, both foreign and domestic, 

' who ‘compete-for the sale of the Western Canadian crop, are or- 
ganized for the purpose; not of service’ to the producer. but to pre- 
judice his interest, this statement. is not only false but must be 
known to be false to the editor and owners of this’ paper. 

* 3. The following statement is contained in a circular for- 
warded to various organizations throughout Western Canada by 

‘the Saskatchewan Provincial President of the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth ‘Federation: “The Government, by setting the pegged 
price at 87!4c, basis No. 1 Nor.
